Outline Economies. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 8.—Pres- 
ident Hoover took the position to- 
day that the best remaining means 
of slicing Federal expenses is for 


Congress to help cut down or sus- 


pend duties and functions of vari- 
ous Government branches. 

The President disclosed at a con- 
ference with newspaper men ‘that 
the Cabinet has been canvassing to 
determine what changes could be 
made in the activities of Govern- 
ment departments that would re- 
sult in less cash being required 
from the Treasury. 

Frank T. Hines, Veterans’ Ad- 
ministrator, has proposed altera- 
tions in the law governing allow- 
ances and pensions, the President 
said, which may save as much as 
$60,000,000 annually. 

In addition, Postmaster-General 
Brown has drawn up suggestions 
for changes in postoffice routine, 
and Secretary Hyde has done simi- 
larly for agricultural expenditures, 
with both moves designed to save 
millions yearly. 

The chief executive pledged his 
ald to the special House Economy 
Committee and to the Ways and 
Means Committee, but said he 
thought there was little room left 
for cuts of appropriations under 
present administrative functions. 

President’s Statement. 

The President said: 

“The whole of the administrative 
officials are co-operating with the 
special economy committee appoint- 
ed by the House of Representatives 
to bring about further drastic econ- 
omies in Federal expenditure. 

“You will recollect that the bud- 
get sent to Congress represented 
reductions in expenditures for the 
next fiscal year of about $365,000,- 
000 below the present fiscal year. 
The House Appropriations Commit- 
tee has reduced the amounts of 
bills so far reported out by about 
$112,000,000. e 

“Of this, however, between 60 
and 70 millions is a deferment un- 
til Congress meets next December 
when they will be compelled to 
meet positive obligations by de- 
ficiency bills. To this extent, there- 
fore, the reductions do not help 
next year’s expenditures. 

“To Balance the Budget.“ 

“In order to meet the require- 
ments of the Ways and Means Com- 
mittee: that expenditures must be 
reduced by $120,000,000 in order to 
balance the budget, it is necessary 
that further cuts be made. 

“There is very little room left for 
reduction by administrative getion 
and the House Appropriations Com- 
mittee has passed upon the major 
supply bills except the army and 
navy. 

“Further -ecnoomies must be 
brought about by authorization of 
Congress, either by reorganization 
of the Federal machinery or change 
in the legal requirements as to ex- 
penditure by the various services. 
The director of veterans’ affairs 
had proposed to the special House 
committee on economy some 
changes in the laws relating to pen- 
sions and other allowances which 
would produce economies of be- 
tween 50 and 60 millions per 
annum. 

Large Area of Economy.“ 

The Post master-General is plac- 
ing before the committee changes 
in the legal requirements ot post- 
office expenditurcs. The Secretary 
of Agriculture has suggested 
changes in the law requiring ex- 
penditures in the Department of 
Agriculture, and the other depart- 
ments are engaged in preparation 
of similar drastic recommendations. 

“I believe the committee on 
economy, through administrative 
reorganization and such methods as 
I have mentioned, will be able to 
find a large area of economy. 

“Nothing is more important than 
balancing the budget with the least 
increase in taxes. The Federal Gov- 
ernment she«ld be in such position 
that it will need issue no securities 
which increase the public debt aft- 
er the beginning of the next fiscal 
year, July 1. 

“That is vital to the still further 
promotion of employment and agri- 
culture. 

“It gives positive assurance to 
business and industry that the Gov- 
ernment will keop out of the 
money market and allow industry 
and agriculture to borrow the mon- 
fes required for the conduct of 
business. 

“I cannot over emphasize the 
importance of the able nonpartisan 
effort being made by the Ways 
and Means Committee and the 
Economy Committee of the House, 
whose work are complementary to 
each other.”

Sailor Still Being Held. 
Henry (Red) Johnson, the tem- 
porarily out-of-work deckhand 
whose friendship with the Lind- 
bergh baby’s nurse, Betty Gow. 
brought him into the case several 
days ago, still was being detained 
after long periods of questioning. 
Johnson, arrested in Hartford, 
Conn., where he drove on Wednes- 
day last to visit his brother, has 
persisted in denial of any knowl- 
edge of the kidnaping. 

A man named Ferino, who said 
a man had given him a lift in an 
automobile between New York and 
Connecticut last Wednesday identi- 
fied Johnson as that man early 
today. Newark police, admitting 
the identification, would not com- 
ment. Ferino's story was interpret - 
ed as substantiating Johnson's ac- 
count of his whereabouts the day 
following the kidnaping.

Few Facts Given Out. 

Col. Lindbergh himself has not 
been ftmterviewed concerning the 
case in the seven days during which 
search has been going on. His au- 
thorized spokesmen, aside from the 
State police, have been almost as 
difficult to approach, and the facts 
they have imparted have been few. 
The sole object of Col. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh,\ as their spokesmen 
indicated repeatedly, is the returr. 
of their child. Apprehension of 
the kidnapers has not been .'‘nnsid- 
ered, nor ave the Lindberghs 
balked at any plans that might re- 
turn them their child.

ti-injunction bill which it is ex- 
pected to pass before adjournment. 
Representative O'Connor (Dem.), 
New York, opened with an asser- 
tion that the arbitrary granting of 
injunctions by our Federal Courts 
has grown into a scandal.” 
On the other hand, Beck (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said passage of the 
measure wdouid mean “a long 
march in the direction of Moscow 
and don’t be mistaken about that.” 
The measurecurbs the right of 
Federal Judges to issue injunctions 
in labor disputes and outlaws “yel- 
low dog“ contracts under which 
laborers are prohibited from or- 
ganizing. 
Bankhead (Dem.), Alabama, said 
“there have been uses of the in- 
junction that absolutely outraged 
every decent concept.” Dyer 
(Rep.), Missouri, added that some 
Federal Judges had proved them- 
selves unfit for the bench. 
The House bill would greatly 
limit the grounds 6n which Fed- 
eral injunctions may be issued in 
labor disputes; provide for jury 
trials in all contempt cases, ex- 
cept those committed in the pres- 
ence of the court ot 80 near as to 
interfere with administration of 
justice. It does not carry the Sen- 
ate safeguard of the press in con- 
tempt proceedings by giving the 
defendant a right to demand a 
hearing before another Judge.

Lost Job Two Years Ago. 
Gray said he was laid off at the 
Ford plant two years ago.

“Someone told me about the 
demonstration when I applied 
again this morning,” he said. That 
was the first I knew of it.”

The marchers, who assembled in 
Detroit and marched two miles to 
the plant, drove before them with 
a shower of stones the 30-man de- 
tail of Dearborn police which at- 
tempted to halt them with tear gas 
at the city limits. 

As they approached the Miller 
avenue gate of the Ford plant., 
streams of water which froze where 
it struck were turned on the crowd 
from an overhead bridge. 

Every observer had a different 
story of what happened then, but 
are agreed that Chief Bennett 
drove through the crowd in an au- 
tomobile. Some witnesses said at 
least one shot was directed at him. 
A marcher said he saw Bennett 
throw a gas bomb from the car. 
Bennett's car was stoned and some 
of the missiles struck his head.

HOME BY ASYLUMS 


Counties’ Failure to Pay for 
Care at Insane Hospitals 
Is Reason. 


— 


The failure of several Missouri 
counties to pay for the mainte- 
nance of their residents at the State 
hospitals for the insane has forced 
the State to send about 180 pa- 
tients back to their homes in the 
last four months. 

This was disclosed yesterday by 
Dr. M. A. Bliss of St. Louis, a mem- 
ber of the board of managers of 
State eleemosynary institutions, ad- 
dressing the St. Louis Conference 
of Social Work at the Annex Ho- 
tel. 

Dr. Bliss said the counties con- 
cerned were chiefly in the southern 
part of Missouri, where public 
finances were strained by economic 
and agricultural conditions. He 
said 132 patients from six counties 
had been sent home from the State 
hospital at Farmington, 45 patients 
from eight counties had been sent 
from the institution at Nevada and 
a few from the hospitals at Fulton 
and St. Joseph. 

No Opton Under Iaw. 

“The law says that if counties 
fail to pay maintenance for their 
patients we must send them back,” 
Dr. Bliss explained. “The State 
has no funds to take care of such 
patients and superintendents would 
be personally Hable for retaining 
them. We have no facilities to fol- 
low up such cases byt we know 
that of those turned away, some

The State provides the 
grounds, buildings and pays the 
salaries of officials but operation 
and ordinary repairs must be met 
by the support fund. Missouri, Dr. 
Bliss said, is one of three states in 
the Union having this system of 
divided responsibility. Under a law 
enacted by the last Legislature the 
State is to pay the city of St. Louis 
$96 a year for each patient at the 
City Sanitarium, in recognition of 
the city’s plant investment there 
and to equalize the public burden. 

Hopes for Full State Control. 

Eventually Missouri will provide 
full state care for the insane, which 
is highly desirable from the medi- 
cal standpoint, Dr. Bliss thinks. 
His board ig caring for 8000 insane 
patients at the four institutions, 
1000 feeble-minded persons at the 
State school at Marshall and 300 
tubercular patients at the sana- 
torium at Mount Vernon. The in- 
sane patients are crowded into 
halls and other areas for lack of 
proper facilities, but the Legisla- 
ture has not given authority to em- 
ploy additional physicians, Dr. 
Bliss says. The four hospitals have 
a total of 17 physicians. 

For lack of money there were 
no psychiatric social workers, no 
research activities and no traveling 
clinics, which are desirable, Dr. 
Bliss said. While the public atti- 
tude towards mental diseases had 
changed in the last three or four 
decades, we take care of many 
mental cases about the same as 
criminals—to conserve the peace, 
quiet and safety of the community,” 
Dr. Bliss declared. 

Food Raised by Patients. 

Recent cuts in state appropria- 
tions forced the board to forego 
every improvement it had hoped to 
make and to reduce expenses to 
the utmost, Dr. Bliss reported. 
Since many mental patients can 
work on the land, the production 
of food for the hospitals has been 
stimulated. Abundant food was 
had from the orchards and gar- 
dens last season and in addition 
there were 97,000 gallons of canned 
fruits and vegetables stored. ore 
and better food was given the pa- 
tients, Dr. Bliss continued, because 
this was helpful in treatment. 

Missouri water contains little 
fodine, which, the doctor said, was 
essential for general nutritional 
purposes as well as for prevention 
of goiter. To Overcome the lack, 
the state hospitals were using sea- 
weed in soups, stews and other 
dishes. It is tasteless, and one 
péund of it, costing 35 cents, sup-

‘Blue’ Fleet Ready to Move 
From Hawaii Against 
‘Black’ Defending Force.

QUIT CHINESE FRONT 


(Two Americans Leave. Liuho 
Hospital, Which Was in Line 
of Japanese Fire.

SHANGHAI, March 8. — Two 
‘Amercian ‘woman physicians, Dr. 
Grace I: Crandell and Dr. Rosa W. 


Palmborg, both of Milton, Wis., 
yielded finally today to the entrea- 
ties of their friends and returned 
to Shanghai in safety from the 
Grace Hospital at Liuho where 
they have been assisting in caring 
for wounded soldiers. They were 
brought here by automobile, their 
nerves frayed by the roar of air- 
planes and gunfire, by H. E. Davis, 
treasurer of the Seventh Day Bap- 
ist Mission which operates the hos- 
pital. 

The women told a vivid story of 
tense hours during the Japanese’ 
bombardment and subsequent occu- 
pation of Liuho. 

“It was the uncertainty,” Dr. 
Palmer said, explaining their fear 
and that of their Chinese assist- 
ants as the airplanes repeatedly 
swooped low over hosptial on the 
afternoon of March 1, the day the 
Japanese troops were landed. 

The first inkling they had of the 
Japanese attack, she said, was in 
the morning when a Japanese war 
vessel in the Yangtze, three miles 
away, started shelling Liuho. The 
shells exploded less than 100 yards 
from the hospital. This was the 
signal for the beginning of the 
withdrawal of the Chinese which 
was speeded up by the incessant 
machine gun fire and bombing 
from the planes. | 

“We were frightened,” Dr. Palm- 
borg continued. “The planes came 
very low and the rat-tat-tat of the 
machine guns was extremely nerve 
wracking.” 

Under cover of darkness the two 
women and the remnant of their 
staff evacuated the hospital and 
spent the night at the home of 
Chinese friends, a mile out in the 
country. The next day the party 
started for a point 20 miles west- 
ward but turned back when they 
learned they would have to pass 
through the front lines of both 
armies to reach their destination.

Body of Briand Lies in State 


Saturday, Tardieu as Speaker

Casket—Condolences Arrive From All.

PARIS, March $.—The body of 
Aristide Briand, France's “apostle 
of peace,” lay in state today in the 
historic Foreign Office on the Quai 
d'Orsay, scene of his activities dur- 


ing most of his 25 years of public 
service. . 

The funeral will be held at 2 p. 
m. Saturday at the Foreign Office 
und the body is to lie in state there 
until then. Premier Tardieu will 
be the principal speaker at the 
services. In obedience to Briand’s 
wish, he will receive a simple 
burial at Cocherel, the country re- 
treat in Brittany which he is re- 
ported to have purchased with the 
money he received with the Nobel 
peace prize. 


Great pilgrimages of former sol- 
diers will converge on Paris to par- 
ticipate in the services. 

The Chamber of Deputies and 
the Senate paid formal tribute to- 
day to the “man of peace.” 

In an address in the Chamber 
President Buisson called Briand a 
perfect Frenchman who became a 
“citizen of men the world over, 
who gave him their confidence.” 
The President said the name of 
Briand stood as a symbol of hope 
amidst international rivalries and 
apprehensions for the morrow. The 
speaker praised Briand's statesman- 
ship, his patience, his courage, and 
his forever flaying of appeals to 
hatred. : 
Premier Tardieu, replying for 
the Government, called Briand one 
of the great statesmen of history, 
who la ored indefatigably for 
“peace of consciences, peace of 
parties, and peace among people.“ 
Making what was deemed an al- 
lusion to projected negotiations 
with Italy, Germany ‘and Great 
Britain, Tardieu concluded: May 
Briand's ideals bring to us that ap- 
peasement from which real prog- 
ress is born.” 

Another impressive ceremony 
was held in the Senate, where Pres- 
ident Lebrun conceived the long- 
time Foreign Minister as a symbol 
of France's desire for peace, and 
predicted his efforts would bear 
fruit. 

Replying for the Government, 
Minister of Justice Reynaud said 
Briand. was great because he was 
faithful to the century-old French 
tradition, in that he placed political 
power in the position of service to 
van ideal.“ 

Yesterday afternoon all the great 
of official France and representa-

tives of all the Powers of the world 
filed bareheaded into the simple 
bedroom where the dead stateeman 
lay. The body was clad in formal 
evening dress, with the black waist- 
coat dear to French democrats, The 
face looked tired and emaciated, 

The mourners were led by Presi- 
dent Doumer, who defeated Briand 
for the presidency last May. After 
him followed Tardieu, new head of 
the Foreign Office and Govern- 
ment, and former Premier Laval, 
Briand’s long-time friend and po- 
litical pupil. After them were the 
leaders of all parties, opponents of 
Briand as well as his supporters. 

Cardinal Verdier of Paris will 
go to the Qual d'Orsay before the 
funeral and will pronounce abso- 
lution in the presence of Briand’s 
relatives and representatives of the 
Government. : 

Thousands of messages of con- 
dolence came in from ali points of 
the world, from heads of states and 
common citizens. 

Chancellor Bruening of Germany 
sent a message to the French na- 
tion and to Premier Tardieu in be- 
half of his country. Messages came 
from President Hoover and Secre- 
tary of State Stimson in the United 
States and from former Secretary 
of State Kellogg, whose name was 
associated. with that of Briand in 
the famous Briand-Kellogg pact to 
outlaw war. 

“He was greater in the world 
than in his own country,” said Leon 
Blum, his old comrade, leader of 
French Socialists. All Paris morn- 
ing papers are filled with eulogies.

Briand’s colleagues such as former 
Premiers Painleve and Herriot.

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HOLMES HONORED 
IN LAW SEMINAR 
CONDUCTED HERE 


Former Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Is 91 Today — Judge 
Pearcy Discusses Crimi- 


nal Procedure.

In commemoration of the distin- 
guished career of Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, retired Supreme Court Jus- 
tice, a seminar on “Law in Con- 
temporary Society” was held under 
auspices of the Social Justice Com- 
mission today, Justice Holmes’ 
ninety-first birthday. 

Sessions this morning were, held 
at Bishop Tuttle Memorial. Those 
this afternoon were at St. Louis 
University Law School and tonight 
will be at Temple Israel. Criminal 
law was the topic of the morning 
session, that of the afternoon meet- 
ing “Law and Human Relations,” 
and tonight's program is planned 
as a tribute to Justice Holmes. 

Judge Pearcy’s Address. 
‘Circuit Judge Pearcy spoke this 
morning of the administration of 
criminal justice, discussing the 
rights accorded to defendants in 
their trials. Some crimes, he said, 
are diffieult to try because of the 
procedure required by law. In this 
connection he mentioned the diffi- 
culty of establishing the identity of 
the criminal, the fact that the de- 
fendant is not required to testify 
and that the prosecution cannot 
comment on his failure to do so, 
and finally, that even if the de- 
fendant does not testify, he may 
offer evidence of others, frequent- 
ly relatives or associates, to estab- 
lish an alibi. 

Safeguards for Defendant. 

The Constitution of the State, 
Judge Pearcy said, afforded de- 
fendants the privilege of not being 
required to testify against them- 
selves, but statutes go further and 
provide that no comment can be 
made on the failure of a defendant 
to testify and limit cross-examina- 
tion to matters touched upon dur- 
ing the examination in chief. 

„Thus it will be seen,“ he said, 
“the statutes not only remove the 
disability of a defendant not be- 
ing a competent witness (as was 
the case in the common law), but 
also give him privileges not con- 
templated in the common law. He 
is made a competent witness, but 
is not required to testify and no 
comment can be made on that fact. 
Then the statute gives him the 
privilege of choosing what ais tes- 
timony shall be, and he is not re- 
quired to testify to any other facts. 
He may give testimony favorable 
to himself without giving testi- 
mony unfavorable.“ 

Lashly on Reformis. 
Former Circuit Judge Arthur V. 
Lashly, who made a law enforce- 
ment survey some years ago for 
the Missouri Association for Crim- 
inal Justice and a similar study 
for Illinois, spoke of the present 
status of reform in criminal pro- 
cedure. While progress in legal 
reforms had been made during the 
last 10 years, Lashly said, “it may 
very well be that reforms will come 
only when laymen take over the 
problem es they did in England.” 
“In every state legislature.“ 
Lashly said, “there are large num- 
bers of lawyers actively hostile to 
bar association activities. This is 
certainly true in Missouri. It need 
only be said of a measure, accord- 
ing to past experience that it has 
the support of the bar associations 
to insure defeat in the Legislature.”

“If en- 
tirely new conditions made a new 
statement necessary, it was his 
duty to develop this logically from 
precedents established in analo- 
gous cases. The fact that this was 
a pure fiction was overlooked and 
the result was frequently unreal 
and inequitable. 
Justice Holmes has had a large 
share in the task of developing a 
realistic attitude regarding the 
function of the judiciary. In an 
address delivered in 1897 he said: 
‘It is revolting to have no better 
reason for a rule of law than that 
it was laid down in the time of 
Henry IV. It is still more revolt- 


ing if the grounds on which it was 
laid down have vanished long since, 
and the rule simply persists from 
blind imitation of the past.“ 


Prof. Carl Wheaton of St. Louis | 


University, who spoke of justice 
and procedural reform, referred to 
Holmes who thought of justice not 
as limited and hampered by rules 
of procedure, but in its broadest 
sense, as synonymous with fair- 
ness, 

Prof. Ralph Fuchs of Washing- 
ton University, the third speaker 
of the afternoon, discussed law and 
the position of the worker.

PHILIPPINE INDEPENDENCE. 

Senators Hawes and Cutting of the Committee on 
Territories and Insular Affairs have submitted a bill, 
approved by the committee, for granting independ- 
ence to the Philippine Islands. 

The bill does not grant immediate independence, 
but provides a period for preparation and trade ad- 
justment. It does, however, put an end to uncer- 
tainty with regard to the grant of independence and 
the time in which the Philippines will be free from 
American sovereignty. The first step will be the 
framing and adoption of a Constitution for the gov- 
ernment of the “Commonwealth of the Philippine Is- 
lands” pending complete independence, And under 
that government the islands will enjoy autonomy as 
to domestic affairs, subject to restrictions and limita- 
tions that safeguard both the sovereignty and re- 
sponsibility of the United States. The Constitution 
shall be subject to the approval of the President of 
the United States and submitted to a vote of the peo- 
ple of the Philippines. When approved and adopted, 
the Commonwealth shall come into existence. A period

Wages did not rise, business 
did not revive, the farmers were still 
begging for a dole. 

Cobden began his agitation for free 
trade in 1836. After many years of ar- 
‘dent propaganda and general distress, 
Peel was convinced and a bill was 
brought in Parliament to let in grain and 
to levy lower duties on other commod- 
ities.

All of the old 
blunders are being repeated and all the 
old sorrows are being felt. 

Horner, the apostle of sound currency, 
and Cobden, the advocate of free trade, 
are forgotten. Horner insisted that 
money must have intrinsic value in order 
to measure value. Cobden transfigured 
political economy and made of a science 
an aspiration. His doctrine was pro- 
foundly moral: Business is mutual help 
between nations as well as between in- 
dividuals. Whatever impedes the free 
exchange of goods and services is at once 
inexpedient and wrong. Prohlbitive du- 
tles are obstacles to mutual help. 

There are none now to do these men 
honor. Our tariff has provoked the re- 
taliation of 60 nations. International 
trade is declining, millions of men for- 
merly engaged in the production of ar- 
ticles needed by mankind are now out of 
work. Men seem to lack the wit to un- 
derstand so simple a thing as that goods 
are made in order that they may be ex- 
changed for goods needed.

The magic of the man’s voice and personal 
ity vaulted the barrier of language, so that those who 
knew no French experienced the thrill and the thrall. 
Thus it was that Chambers and Senates, come to 
scoff, remained to pray, and international councils 
and conferences hung upon his words of vision, and 
people everywhere felt a tingle of faith.

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IT HAPPENED IN KIRKWOOD. 

All this has happened in Kirkwood: 

A $10,000 deficit has been converted into a $50,000 
surplus. 

The tax rate has been reduced from 55 cents to 50. 

Water rates have been reduced 6 2-3 per cent and 
electric light rates by the same figure. 

A paid Fire Department, whose personnel has been 
increased from six to 12 men, is financed by electric 
light receipts. 

No assessment has been levied for the maintenance 
of streets. 

For the first time in its history, Kirkwood has met 
its payroll without borrowing. 

“There is not an able-bodied man in Kirkwood who 
can’t get work,” according to City Engineer Joseph 
Wilson.

That-is what commission government has accom- 
plished in two years, with a few elective officers, cen- 
tralized authority and responsibility, modest official 
salaries. 

More or less regularly our aldermanic committees 
and various boards travel afar to learn how things 
are done—to California, to behold the superiority of 
patented paving material; to “all points east” to 
watch motor traffic; to up there or down yonder to 
look at this or that. : 

It might be a good idea for our administration to 
close City Hall for a day and sit at the feet of Kirk- 
wood. 
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THE ANTI-HOARDING. CAMPAIGN. 

Mr. Hoover, continuing his attack on hoarding, de- 
nounced it in his address Sunday night as “a na- 
tional danger” that “strangles our daily life, increases 
unemployment and sorely afflicts our farmers.” To 
combat the practice, he has named a commission, 
which is conducting a drive this week. Already, Mr. 
Hoover says, results are visible: some $66,000,000: of 
the hidden $1,300,000,000 has returned to circulation. 
Whether the drive or the various hopeful portents of 
the last few weeks did this is an open question. 

Even granting the evils of hoarding, it is not a 
cause of the depression, but a symptom. Public con- 
fidence in banks naturally has been shaken by the 
record of 1345 failures in 1930 and 2302 in 1931, 
tying up deposits totaling two billion dollars. The 
collapse of security values likewise has discouraged 
investors from placing their money in commercial 
undertakings. Banks themselves play a part in the 
current tendency by holding large currency reserves 
to keep in liquid condition. Many corporations like- 
wise are keeping surplus moneys in cash. Nor is private 
hoarding confined to the widely-publicized teapot, 
sock and mattress of the masses; many a safe de- 
posit box also holds its store of hidden wealth. By 
the showing of a recent Treasury report, the great- 
est increase in paper money issued in 1931 was in 
denominations above $100. So conservative a jour- 
nal as the American Banker says the Treasury re- 
port suggests that “the red] hoarding comes from peo- 
ple of some wealth.” 

It is proper to conclude that once a basis for con- 
fidence has been created, the hidden treasures will 
come out of teapots and deposit boxes. “Baby bonds” 
at 2 per cent are being sold to lure dollars from their 
hiding places, yet Liberty Bonds, available to pur- 
chasers at double that rate, have failed to do so. 
Efforts to create confidence by denouncing those who 
lack it will only scratch the surface of the country’s 
ailment. Nor can our economic problems be solved 
by exhorting the citizens, in the name of “faith in 
our country” and “patriotic pride,” to forget their 
resolutions of caution, born of disillusionment and 
sad experience. War-time ballyhoo methods are a 
meager substitute for treatment of fundamentals. 
The hoarders will overcome their timidity when the 
country’s problems are visibly on the way to so- 
lution. *

nate and elect entire slate of candidates; may play important role at Chicago con- 
vention; suggests such control is ironic comment on the notion that the people rule.

HE Democratic situation in Missouri re- 
T volves around the portly figure of one 

Mr. Tom Pendergast of Kansas City. Mr. 
Pendergast is a boss—a hard-boiled, tin 
tack, extremely practical, undisputed boss, 
with a machine that delivers the goods and 
a well-developed acquisitive instinct. He 
has a paving and contracting business on 
the side. Like all bosses, Mr. Pendergast 
does not greatly care who is President of 
the United States so long as he can nomi- 
nate his local ticket. 

An interesting combination of circum- 
stances has contributed recently te the great 
enlargement of Mr. Pendergast’s power as 
boss. So much so, in fact, that he seems 
now to be as completely in control of his 
party in Missouri as the late George Bren- 
nan used to be in Illinois or the late Tom 
Taggart in Indiana, or as Frank Hague is 
in New Jersey. The facts are these: Kan- 
sas City, where the Pendergast machine 
dominates and can at will produce 40,000 
»smajority—or more if needed—is the Demo- 
cratic stronghold of the State. St. Louis, 
the other great city, is normally and heavily 
Republican. 

* * * 

Under the reapportionment of the House 
of Representatives based on the 1930 cen- 
sus, Missouri loses three members of Con- 
gress. The bill to redistrict the State was 
passed by the Democratic Legislature, but 
was drawn with such diabolical Democratic 


ingenuity that the Republican Governor ve- 


toed it. The Legislature has adjourned and 
the State is in the position of having had all 
its old district lines wiped out and. failed to 
formulate new ones. This means there will 
be no congressional district lines of any sort 
in Missouri this fall and all 13 Congressmen 
must run in the State at large both fer nom- 
ination and election. 

When the power of the Pendergast ma- 
chine is appreciated, it is easy to understand 
what follows. For one thing, it means that 
Mr. Pendergast can nominate not only the 
Kansas City candidates for Congress, but 
those from St. Louis and the rest of the 
State as well. The. Kansas City vote he can 
produce in the primaries is so great that 
in any contest it will determine the outcome. 
The result of this is that the aspirants for 
congressional nominations and for every 
other nomination from every section of Mis- 
souri are wearing a path to Mr, Pendergast’s 
office in the hope of getting his support. 
With the Pendergast machine for them they 
win; without they sink. It is A simple 
mathematical proposition. 

¢ 0 0 * 

Naturally, this glves Mr. Pendergast the 
power to line up in every section the men 
he supports for Congress, or for anything 
else, behind his candidates for Governor and 
Senator, and not only line them up. but 
make them deliver. The net of all this is 
that it seems reasonably certain that this 
summer Mr, Pendergast, the Kansas City 
boss, not only will control the 36 delegates 
to the Democratic national convention, but 
will nominate the entire Democratic slate 
from one end to the o „Sen- 
ator, 13 Congressmen, Judges, Court Clerks, 
City Councilmen and Sheriffs. Moreover, 
with the present Democratic” trend in Mis- 
souri, he probably will elect them, too. No 
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boss ever had a better set-up. From the 
boss’ standpoint, it is simply ideal. It must, 
at times, make him think he is dreaming. 

Now, then—as to the presidential nomi- 
nation—as stated, Mr. Pendergast has what 
might be called a mere academic interest in 
Presidents. Police Commissioners mean a 
lot more in his life. An old friend of ex- 
Senator James A. Reed, he is supporting 
him for the nomination and the Missouri 
delegation will be solidly for Reed. Mr. 
Reed is still a great figure in Missouri and 
the State is proud of him. However, hardly 
anyone in Kansas City thinks he has much 
chance for nomination. Certainly Mr. Pen- 
dergast does not. When the break comes in 

* the convention he will deliver this Missouri 
delegation as one man to whomever it seems 
best to deliver it. 

Those closest to him say that at the mo- 
ment he inclines toward Roosevelt, not be- 
cause of any personal or political admira- 
tion, but merely because he seems best 
suited to Mr. Pendergast's local situation, 
easiest with whom to make a fight in the 
State. However, Mr. Pendergast is in posi- 
tion to change his mind at any moment, and 
when he changes his mind that changes the 
delegation. To show the sort of broad- 
gauged fellow he is, very recently he re- 
turned from the East where he lunched 
with Gov. Roosevelt at Albany and then 
went to New York where he lunched with 
John F. Curry, the Tammany boss, and Mr. 
Hague, the New Jersey boss. Mr. Curry, at 
this time, is suppose@ to be neutral as be- 
tween Roosevelt and Smith, while Mr. 
Hague is decidedly hostile to the former. 
And then on his way home, he stopped off 
in Chicago and had a little talk with Mayor 
Cermak. 

* * * 

Thus, Mr. Pendergast got all sides of the 
situation and came home committed to 
nene. What Mr. Pendergast is primarily 

neerned about is the governorship. Since 
1920 Missouri has had three Republican 
Governors, The Governor has a great deal 
of patronage. He also names the Police 
Commissioners for Kansas City. From the 
boss’ view, this last is a very important pow- 
er indeed. A Democratic Governor nomi- 

nated by the Pendergast machine obviously 
would strengthen that machine—not that it 
needs much strengtheafing, but a friendly— 
or at least a not unfriendly—-Police Com- 
mission is a pleasant thing for even the 
prettiest-sitting boss to contemplate. 

Mr. Pendergast’s thoughts are almost en- 
tirely berit upon his local situation. Na- 
tional politica is a side line with him—in- 
teresting, but not vital. A President could 
not do very much for him or very much 
against him. Still, being a Democratic boss, 
if we must have a President he prefers a 
Demeeratic one, It looks now as if he 
might have quite a lot to say about nominat- 
ing one next July in Chicago

Because the Covenant contains pledges 
to punish a law. breaker, the members of 
the League will go to almost any lengths to 
avoid admitting that they regard Japan as 
a law breaker. The League cannot merely 
pass judgment and rely on moral force. Its 
constitution is such that if it passes a clear 
moral judgment it must then exercise phys- 
‘ical force. : 

This means in blunt terms that dreds 
Britain principally, France and Italy in 
minor degree, would have to go to war with 
Japan if the Assembly said unequivocally 
what it believes. The great Powers do not

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NERVE-TINGLING' ART 
SOUGHT FOR EXHIBIT 


Carnegie Institute Director 
Describes Method Used 
to Get Pictures. 


Homer Saint-Gaudens, director 
of fine arts at Carnegie Institute 
and organizer of its international 
exhibition of modern painting, 
spoke last night at the formal 
opening of the foreign section of 
the exhibit at City Art Museum in 
Forest Park. 

Saint-Gaudens’ description of 
how he selects pictures for the ex- 
hibition showed that his sense of 
the dramatic—he was a theatrical 
producer before he became what 
he terms “a producer of picture 
shows’’—continues to guide him. 
We want surprises, shocks,” he 
said. ‘‘We want our nerves to tin- 
gle whether it be with laughter or 
tragedy. We are little concerned 
whether we wear out, but we are 
greatly bothered as to whether we 
may waste our days in tedium.” 
Ten years ago, he said, it was 
realized that the Carnegie exhibi- 
tion was losing its contemporary 
character because too many of the 
same artists participated each year. 
“So we ventured,” he said, to 
say to the Right and the Center, 
and to the Old and the New: ‘Come 
on, the best of you, and fight it 
out.“ What we were lookjng for 
then was emotional excitement. We 
got it.“ 

Mild-Looking Discordant Jury. 

Discussing the awards of prizes 
by the jury for the current exhibi- 
tion, Saint-Gaudens said members 
of the jury “appeared to be as 
mild-mannered as delegates to a 
candy convention.” 

“But once I looked them up in 
the galleries, pandemonium ensued. 
They would go off in a corner and 
eat worms, or start a duel. I never 
had a collection of judges that 
reared and kicked and bit the way 
they did. Nobody agreed with 
afiybody.” Finally the jury award- 
ed first prize to the American ar- 
tist, Franklin C. Watkins. Amer, 
ican paintings are not shown in 
the collection here. 

Second prize went to the Italian, 
Mario Sironi, of whom Saint-Gau- 
dens said, “He is a leading tlalian 
painter. According not only to 
the powers that be, but to the in- 
tellectual groups of Italian ama- 
teurs, he is one of their extraordi- 
nary men.“ 

Raoul Dufy, winner of third 
prize, Saint-Gaudens said, “is the 
latest rage in Paris. He lives on 
Montparnasse, and volumes of re- 
productions of his work are sold at 
high prices. Do not be too much 
upset by his work. It is no more 
sincere nor insincere than the so- 
cial conditions that produce it. The 
jury said ‘Avenue de Bois de Bo- 
logne’ was a tapestry in blue.” 

“Mundane Exterior of Society.” 

Unquestionably, Saint-Gaudens 
said, there were many clever work- 
men among modern artists, but 
when all is said and done, there 
seems to be, nothing represented 
here but the mundane exterior of 
society, painted balls thrown in the 
air and juggled for the pleasure of 
a wealthy and dilettante class. Per- 
haps the reason for this is that in 
these days there is no great spirit 
in the world at large, such as was 
expressed in the French cathedrals 
of the middle ages, or in the paint- 
ing of our day and land by Whis- 
tler. 

“Before all else, let us be honest 
and get away from our _ conceit. 
Wherefore the only remark we can 
make with any certainty as we 
hang on our artistic hats or our 
critical eyeglasses is: 

it's a breezy ride, ain't it?’” 

The exhibition includes more 
than 300 pictures by 157 artists 
representing 16 European countries. 
It will remain at the Art Museum 
until April 18.

brought against the world-famous 
prima donna, Frieda Hempel, all 
the singer’s friends, quite natural- 
ly, congratulateg her upon her vic« 
tony. 

But the golden-haired soprano 
waved a pretty hand, arched deli- 
cate brows and shrugged expfres- 
sive shoulders. 

“Victory,” she sighed, “yes, per- 
haps. But deliver me from any 
more victories of this kind. I would 
prefer to take my laurels, sing- 
ing.“ 

Fame and fortune, it is supposed, 
wait to reward the successful sing- 
er. But this is only a matinee 
girl’s imagining, according to the 
former Metropolitan star. Why not 
mention, also, the annoyances and 
the worries that distract many a 
singer, once she has arrived? 


As Madame Hempel told her 
own story, it suggested other stories 
of great singers who also found 
lawsuits at the top of the ladder. 
In fact, it almost seemed that the 
trials of the poor working girl, 
alone in the cruel city, are less

Within it is separated into upper
